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FIRST DOWNFALL OF THE MEETING FALLS 
AFTER THE THIRD RACE. 

Ultimatum an Easy First in the Adirondack Han- 
dicap — Jefferson Livingston and George J. Long 
Win Their First Races of the Meeting.

Saratoga Springs. N. Y., August 23. — A terrific 
dnwnjiour just after th** third raw, sent the lawn 
o|ie raters scurrying for shelter, converted the traek 
into a slopp.v condition and riddled the latter part, 
of the eard through withdrawals. The Adirondac k 
Handicap, at three-quarters was tin* outstanding 
feature and only five two -year -olds after. George 
J. I^ong hud added Hemlock, contested for $2,075 
that went to ihe winner. The race was run in a 
dowupour so heavy that it obscured the running 
until the horses were well into the homes treteh. 
Ultimatum, which appeared to have gotten away 
with an advantage at the start, raced well in tin* 

muddy going and won hard held, by as much as his 

rider pleased, from Wood trap, which had been the 
runner-up all tin* way. Tragedy came fast near 
the end and took third money. 

Today’s was the fourteenth running of the Adi- 
rondack, the condensed history of which is given 
below :

In the mil** handicap Jefferson Livingston’s colors 
were seen in front for the first time during the 
meeting when Julia L. just lasted long enough to 
l»eat Bnyberry Caudle after having led the entire 
race. 

Tlie steeplechase, which had only three starters, 
went to Bill Dudley, which was the only one to 
escape mishap during the race. The incidents of 
the race began when Raccoon, while on his way 
to the post . unseated his rider and circled tin* 
field several times, finally hurdling tin* fence an 
running around the stable yards. He was brought 
back to the starting point and raced wonderfully 
well until he fell exhausted over the thirteenth 
hedge. Early Light had gone down earlier and Bill 
Dudley only had to canter over the last two 
jumps. Raccoon, after lying for a considerable time 
where lie fell, was remounted and finished second. 

George J. I^ong won his first purse of the meet - 
ing. when Kathleen accounted for the opening dash 
after a hard drive to dispose of Lorac in the early 
running and Ima Frank at the end. 

That J. 8. Ward missed selling Dodge last Sun- 
day to A. K. Macomber for $23,000 came to light 
this morning. The horse had passed the examina- 
tion of veterinarian Mct’ully, and trainer Jennings 
had sent word to Mr. Ward to call at tlie hotel at 
a certain time Sunday night to receive a check 
for the horse, but the word did not reach Mr. Ward 
until his return from a motor trip with his family 
and on the following morning nothing further was 
said about tlie transfer. Mr. Ward said this morn- 
ing that lie had two other offers of $20,000 for the 
horse, but is satisfied he will bring more at the 
sale next Saturday. Berlin and Sedan, which are 
owned exclusively by Mr. Ward, will be shipped 
back to Kentucky, in addition to any other horse 
that Mr. Ward may buy back. 

Silicia. which was claimed for Mrs. ,T. Shilling 
out of the opening race yesterday, was bought back 
l*.v Mr. Sanford at an advance. 

A. G. Weston will ship the seven racers under 
liis care to Pimlico at the close of this meeting and 
later on race them at Havre do Grace. 

John E. Madden’s hand of twenty -five racers 
will be shipped next Saturday to Belmont Park. 

Two carloads of racers will lx* sent from here 
next Wednesday to Timonium Park, where racing 
will be held from September 5 to 9, inclusive. 

James Butler’s extensive string will be shipped 
from here to Belmont Park next Saturday. 

There is a shortage of cars and this may keep 
many of the owners here for some time. 

Harry F. Breivogel left tonight for New York, 
where lie will meet Matt J. Winn, and they will 
go on to Laurel to note tlie progress of improve- 
ments made at the course. 

Two carloads of racers that T. C. McDowell will 
ship to Lexington, will leave here next Sunday if 
the cars can be had. 

Raccoon came out of the steeplechase badly 
scarred and bruised. Ilis rider escaped injury and 
was given a big ovation after weighing in. 

Trainer James Rowe was not satisfied with the 
showing of Vivid in his race of yesterday and is 
said to have worked him three-quarters today in 
1:13%.

in Thoroughbred Breeding. 



Our British brethren of the turf arc in doleful 
days and not enjoying th»*ir situation one little bit. 

A general portrayal of tln*ir adversities is thus 
made by “Vigilant” in I^ondon Sportsman of Au- 
gust 8: 

“The exodus of broodmares, yearlings and blood- 
stock generally to the United States and elsewhere 
is assuming proportions that make one anxious con- 
cerning the future of the breed in this country. 

1 am afraid that by the end of the war our stock 
will have liecoine seriously depleted. One cannot, 
of course, blame owners and breeders for taking 
advantage of tin* American demand for British 
thoroughbreds, tint it is not as if buyers in the 
United States were content with securing anything 
on four legs as long as its pedigree looked well. 
American owners and breeders are experts in the 
matter of make and shape as well as ldtKsl. and the 
beet, or as Bear to t ii< - beat as tbej eaa bay, is 
what they require and in many cases obtain. To 
a certain extent the war and the consequent 
necessity for curtailment of expenses is responsible, 
but the chief cause of the exodus is undoubtedly 
the short -sighted policy of the government in 
ruthlessly cutting down race meetings. IIow can 
owners and breeders possibly carry on thoir opera- 
tions when the prospect of making both ends meet, 
either on the ran* course or by the annual sales 
of yearlings, is rendered hopeless by tlie present 
limitation of racing and the big reduction in value 
of the great ui:>jorit> of tin prize*, run for 7 If 
t he iKilic.v of eoufining racing while the war lasts 
to meetings at Newnmrk* l i persisted in by p* o 
pie who, seemingly, are nimble to realize the 
enormous value to the nation of our breed of thor- 
oughbred:.. Mu* result will lie to inflict incal- 
culable damage on one oi the most important in- 
dustries in the country. This spring and summer 
w»* have ret lain!', had some racing elsewhere than 
at Newmarket, but only twenty -one days in all. 
mad. up of six days at Gatwiek. six at Newbury, 
five at Lingfield and four at Windsor. By the 
(iid of the season there will have lieen. in addition, 
thirty -nine days’ racing at Newmarket. This 
means a total of no mure than sixty afternoons 
of racing. 

“In the course of those sixty days the number of 
races run for on the flat this year will have been, 
approximately, 27t». Comparing this meager total 
with previous seasons, there was a total of t>20 
races in England and Scotland last year, tin* 
general stoppage not taking place until the end of 
May. In 1914 (the first year of the war) some 
meetings were voluntarily abandoned, but even so 
the number of races run reached 1 .440. To grasp 
the true inwardness of the situation, however, it 
is necessary to go back to the year before the 
war. 1913. when the aggregate . number of races 
in England and Scotland was 1,754. From this 
is will b* seen that the total number of races 
this year will be little more than one- fifth of 

the number decided in 1913. Again, tlie total 
value of the stakes run in England and Scotland 
last year was 195,113 pounds, whereas in th«* pre- 
war year of 1913 their value was over half a 

million of money, 532,058 pounds, to be exact. For 
tin* present year no statistics are as yet available 
as to the value of tin* races run and to bo run: 
their total value cannot fail to show a considerable 
shrinkage from last season, and any owner that 
gets out at the end of the season without loss 

will be exceptionally fortunate. The expenses of 
maintaining a racing stable, cost of entries aad 
forfeits, of sending horses to meetings, jockeys’ j 
and other fees, and all the countless incident’ll 

disbursements, arc so heavy that the idea of an 
owner of a number of horses winding up with a 
credit balance from the stakes won is scarcely 
worth consideration. 

“if facilities for additional racing under Jockey 
Club and N. II. Rules arc not granted the jwisi- 
tion will go from bad to worse. The Americans 
are especially active at present in buying our 
horses, and unless something is done to assist 
breeders and owners in this country 1 am sorely 
afraid that much of our choicest and most cher- 
ished blood will Ik* absorbed by the United States, 
with the result that our position as the chief horse- 
breeding country in the world (in regard to the 
thoroughbred ) will 1 m* gravely imperilled. In any 
case it will take the industry years to recover 
if our breeders arc driven by the absence of suffi- 
cient racing here to sell their thoroughbreds in 
such large numbers to go abroad. I recently made 
reference to the sale to the United States by Mr. J. 
B. Joel of many of his highly -bred yearlings, and 
in this connect ion I believe that buyers in the 
United States would have been only too glad had 
he lieen in a position to dispose of double the 
number. In America, of course, it has been dis- 
covered that the repressive legislation directed 
against betting and racing some seven years ago 
was simply insanity. It crippled horse breeding 
in a brief space of time, and so badly that tin* 
military authorities soon took alarm. In the re- 
sult horse racing has been taken into favor again 
during the last two or three years, and every ef- 
fort is being made to make the United States tlie 
world’s horse mart after the war by replacing the 
thoroughbreds sent out of that country during the 
faddist regime, and adding to tlieir numbers. 
Doubtless many of the best of Mr. Hulton’s 
yearlings when they come up for sale will cross 
the Atlantic in tlie wake of those of Mr. Joel, if 
then* is no improvement in the meantime in the 
outlook for racing hero.” 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

John A. Drake is among those who are enjoying 
the racing at Saratoga. 

Bill Dudley, one of the North wood Stable’s 
jumpers, has been bleeding slightly in recent races, 
but trainer J. K. Frayling is of the opinion that 
it is not a chronic or serious condition. 

A yearling half-brother to Silver Tag and Fifi- 
nella will Ik* among the yearlings of Mr. Hulton 
that will come under tlie hammer at Newmarket ill 
September. The youngster in question is by Lona- 
wand out of Silver Fowl. 

Members of the Canadian branch of the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association racing on the half-mile 
circuits have come out strongly against a proposal 
to establish night racing on a track at Montreal 
and threaten to outlaw any owner who may lend 
assistance to the plan. 

Edward B. McLean has been looking over some of 
the best three-year-ulds at Saratoga with the intent 
to make some purchases. Monday morning John 
E. Madden worked his good colt Ilendrie. which 
took the measure of Crimper, over the Oklahoma 
track. He was sent along for a mile aud an eighth 
in 1:5S, which was a remarkably good move over 
this training ground, which is sandy and deep. 
The fractional times were: 12 %, 23, 37, 50%, 

1:03%, 1:17%, 1:44%. Besides Mr. McLean, Wil- 
liam Garth and Ral Parr were on hand to see 
the work. 

The book for the inaugural meeting a[ Kenilworth 
Park, Windsor, September 2 to September 9, has 
been issued by racing secretary W. R. Norvell. 
It provides for the regulation seven races daily. 
On all but one day of the meeting there will tie 
one $800 purse and one $700 purse, with the other 
purses $600. With such liberal purse offerings the 
new course will undoubtedly be well patronized by 
important stables. The mutuels are to be installed 
» for speculative purposes.

Mr. F. McEvoy, who has been prominently identi- 
fied with the Australian turf for a quarter of :i 
century, while on a visit in England was interviewed 
by a reporter for Hie London Sporting Life to whom 
he talked, thus interestingly upon racing and equip- 
ment of race tracks in England and Australia: 

“1 must say the accomodation provided for the 
public is not so good here as in Australia. 
There cannot be a difference of opinion on that 
point among those who are acquainted with lx»t!i 
the Mother Country ar.d Colinial courses. Racing 
here started long ago in a very modest kind of 
way, and has gradually grown to what It is. 
Changes were made from time to time, and the 
ueeommodatioii has improved, no doubt, but every- 
body knows that if some of the popular race 
courses were to be laid out now they would have 
an altogether different appearance when finished 
to that which they now present. 1 do not say you 
are behind the times. The prevailing venditions 
are so different that it is perhaps scarcely quite 
fair to compare some of your courses with, say 
Flcmingtui; and Caulfield. Englishmen who have 
been <>;: the Fleming ton course agree that tie* ac- 
commodation provided for the public, and the man- 
ner in which their convenience lias been studied, 
the superior to anything of the kind in England. 
And I hold that the public should lx* studied. 

“Here your stand accommodation is extremely 
limited, to Australia it is not unlimited, but it is 
very * •’itimodi'Uis, and anyone who goes into the en- 
closure Fb*in ington. Caulfield, M«»rphettvi!le, 

t’d th. Coolgardi* . Kalgoorlie. or Baud wick does not 
worry ns to whether tie will be able to see a race. 
He know it will be hi own fault ii he does net. 
Can you enter an enclosure in England with the 
same feeling of confidence V The answer must In- in 
the mgative. If you desire to have a seat here ami 
watch tin* races in some degree of comfort, you 
must retain your seat all day. Why should you be 
compelled to do that? It is not for me to suggest 
remedies, but 1 think 1 may say without offense 
that the managers ami stewards of your courses are 
slow to make improvements. It. would be easy to at 
once effect an alteration which would 1 m* appreciated 
by tin* patrons of the turf in this country. I would 
have tin* seats numbered and reserved in the stands, 
so that they might be booked in advance. There 
would tie no injustice done to anybody, but it would 
be a great convenience. I can book seats at a 
theatre, and those seats are mine for the whole 
perform:'. nee. no matter what time I enter. Why 
should 1 not he able to do the same oil a race 
course? If you now stroll into the paddock to see 
the horses you have to hurry back in the hope of 
getting a favorable position from which to view 
the race. You may and you may not. You are 
fortunate if you do. Jf you don’t get in the stand, 
you don’t see the race, because the grounds are not 
made up here as they are in Australia. 

“Li the theater you get the sloped floor. We have 
carried out that idea on our race courses. There is 
an upward slope from the course, and that enables 
cverylmdy to see the whole race. You would be 
surprised, if you have not seen the Flemington 
course, if you were to visit it. The lovely lawns, 
the flower beds, the stands, refreshment rooms, 
dressing rooms, and all other requirements leave 
nothing to be desired. 1 do not say that the natural 
surroundings equal your courses hero, but the actual 
race courses and its adjuncts are much in advance 
of any tiling I have seen here. Most of our courses 

r • cggsliaped, with a three or four furlongs finish- 
ing straight. Tlie spectators are so placed that they 
can watch tie* liorses from the start until they 
have passed the post. You do not lose sight of 
them at interesting periods of a race. That is 
another advantage we have as compared with so 
many race courses here. On Melbourne Cup day 
I suppose from 80.000 to 100,000 onlookers can sec 
the race from start to finish. Wo have what is 
known as the Hill, and the view of the race from 
there is splendid. 

“With us tlie starting gate is a success, and wo 
would not think of returning to the old method of 
starting with a flag. Tin* starting gate was, I 
think, first used at Saudown Park (Australia), at 
any rate, its first important trial in public was 
there. There was a lot of prejudice against it, and 
the opinion was practically unanimous tiiat the ex- 
periment was doomed to failure. Experience has 
shown that it is better to pass judgment after a 
practical test. The starting gate is now an estab- 
lished institution in Australia, and the flag is a 
thing of the past at important meetings. We have 
no difficulty in getting the horses to face the tape. 
They are trained to walk up to it ,and as soon as 
it is raised they jump off. In Australia the start- 
ing gate is an emphatic success, and so it should lie 
in this country. I am bound to say that the start- 
ing gate is not the success here, so far as I have 
seen it in use. that it is in Australia. It is there 
very seldom that the horses are kept more than a 
minute at the post. I cannot remember for the 
moment wliat the average delay at the post in 
Australia is, but it has been carefully worked 
out, and it is so small tiiat it is not worth serious 
consideration. It is something like a minute, I 
think. 

“The starter is master of the situation. Tiiat is 
understood by the jockeys. If the necessity arises 
lie reports a jockey to the stewards, who back up 
the starter, and suspend or otherwise deal with the 
‘boy.’ The starting gate is the proper thing, and, 
given Australian conditions, there is no comparison 
between the two methods of starting. As I said 
liefore, I cannot understand the delays at the post 
in this country. 

“We attach more importance to time tests than 
you do here in England. The times of every race 
are taken, ami the method adopted is as near 
perfection as possible. When the webbing is re- 
leased it starts an electric bell in the stewards’ 
stand, which also starts a large clock immediately 
opposite the winning post, and as the horses flash 
past, the man in the box stops the clock. The 
public at the meeting attach great importance to 
the times and flock round to see the dial. 

“We have a special elevated stand for the ex- 
clusive use of the stewards. They watch everj- 
detail of a race from it. If anything occurs of a 
suspicious character there is no need for them to 
go about seeking information. They have seen, or 
should have seen, every thing in the race from begin- 
ning to end. and any objection or protest as to hap- 
penings on the course can Ik* dealt with in a 
satisfactory manner. If the stewards consider it 
necessary they obtain evidence, but it is seldom 
necessary. The horses are seldom more than a half 
mile or six furlongs from them, and with a strong 
pair of glasses there is not much chance of any- 
thing escaping their notice, particularly from the 
elevated position they occupy. In England it is 
impossible for the stewards on horseback, particular- 
ly on some courses, to see what is happening, and 
when complaints are lodged the evidence of inter- 
ested parties has often to be sifted. It is for 
those connected with English racing to say whether 
they are entirely satisfied with this, or whether 
they think an alteration which would approximate 
more closely to the Australian method would be an 
improvement. 

“I do not suggest that the Australian turf is 
perfect. It has its faults, but the racing is as 
straight there as anywhere else. Of course, we 
have a case now and then that we do not like. Rac- 
ing men in Australia are no more saints than any 
other section of humanity in that or any other 
country, but the eases which provide legitimate

CHESTNUTS BY ISINGLASS WERE FAILURES. 



Mr. Long's letter about Deadlock, the dam of 
Isinglass, has set me to thinking, as 1 have often 
thought before, of the stud career of Isinglass, 
which was certainly not equal to his racing career, 
though he sired a fair number of really good win- 
ners in his time, and through Swynford the line 
seems certain to continue. That color carries with 
it variens other qualities 1 have never doubted, 
though no one lias reduced this to anything like 
an exact truth: and in tlie case of Isinglass it was 
almost a certainty— that any pale chestnut son or 
daughter of his was of small account. His cider 
bwther, Islington. «n »>f this co lor, and im- 
measurably inferior to him. in addition to which 
Islington was a roarer. Many of Isinglass’ stock 
were exactly the same color as Islington, and. 
to the best of my recollection, not one of these 
was any good. I do not mean that there never 
was a good chestnut Isinglass. Veles was a dis- 
tinctly good one if severe two-year-old struggles 
had not marred his career — but lie was not a wasliy 
chestnut of the Islington sort. Nor. for that mat- 
ter. is Ednain, which also was more than useful: 
but the wasliy chestnut. Isinglass on the leg and 
lightish of bone as a rule, lias been an almost uni- 
I«m failure. 

In searching for the source of this type 1 
should ascribe it in the first place most certainly 
to Deadlock, and in further casting back l should 
leave her sire, Wenloek. out of the question, though 
Mineral’s sister. Mnndragorn. did certainly tend to 
a sorrel chestnut color in some few cases; and 1 
am inclined to assume that the peculiar chestnut 
shade of the worst type of Isinglass came from 
Chevalier d’Industrie. the sire of his third dam. 
Malpractice. I am not clear on the point, how- 
ever. though I know, of course, that Chevalier 
d’ Industrie was a chestnut. I may be maligning 
him unduly, and I hope someone else will give us 
the benefit of an opinion on the subject. 

It is noticeable that the same chestnut shade is 
associated with bad horses when it comes out in 
grandsons of Isinglass in the male line. I think 
there lias been no chestnut John o’Gaunt of any 
use, and l have noticed several of them that have 
inherited both the color and type of the grandsire|s 
worst efforts. Let no one think I am writing this 
in depreciation of Isinglass; but every horse has a 
wrong drop in him somewhere, and if we can spot 
it. is in this case, by the color of the stock, a great 
deal of trouble is saved. That Isinglass was an ex- 
ceptionally great horse no one can for a moment 
dispute; but he never inspired enthusiasm and hero 
worship — mainly. I think, because lc* always gave 
his backers a few unpleasant moments lx*fore com- 
ing out to win his race Every time that ho ran 
there was a shout that he was beaten, and though 
he invariably falsified this shout, a disagreeable 
impression remained, and ultimately, like the fre- 
quent sight of an advertisement became fixed on 
the retina of memory. I fancy the reputation of 
Isinglass would be more favored in racing history 
had it fallen to his lot to !m> ridden by a lengthy, 
powerful horseman like Herbert Jones. Tommy 
lam to* was physically quite unsuited to get on 
terms with such a horse, and it was only by a lib- 
eral use of the “stick.” which, fortunately. Isin- 
glass did not resent, that he could get the big horse 
to exert himself. It does not follow that Isinglass 
was really such a slug if he had a different class 
of horsemen on his back. The manner of his fin- 
ishing races, however, prejudiced even breeders 
against him. and I have heard some of them argue 
that tie carried his apathy even into his stud career, 
though that I do not credit for a moment, for such 
indications, if they existed, would probably be due 
to entirely other causes, such as his l*eing t<*o fat 
from want of sufficient exercise, or something of 
that sort. Be the cause what it may. Isinglass 
was — for him — a Lit of a disappointment as a stal 
lion, though he certainly placed a landmark in the 
Stud Book when lie sired John o’Gaunt. John him- 
self has been strangely quiescent of late, but he 
did enough for fame when lie gave us Swynford 
and I shall always believe Kennymoro was of 
equally high class, though, as now transpires, some 
organic weakness marred the continuity of his rac- 
ing career. — “The Special Commissioner,” iu London 
Sportsman.

causes for complaint are few and far between. A 
racing man is always in the eye of the public and 
tin slightest mistake is blazoned abroad, and the 
story does not grow less iu telling. It is very 
easy for a man there, as here, to fall under the 
suspicion of the public without the slightest cause, 
and although the man may be perfectly innocent, 
the public, having made up its mind, will not be 
convinced to the contrary. Once a racing man in 
Australia, you are a public man. You are forced 
into that position whether you like it or not. The 
interest in racing and all that appertains to it 
there is so great that there is no help for it. 

“The us<* of saddle cloths as adopted in Australia 
is a move in the right direction, for it enables 
everyone to see at a glance what the horse is, for 
the number on the saddle cloth corresponds with the 
one on the card. Some persons take exception 
owing to Tiie chances of contagious diseases, but 
that can easily t*e guarded against by fumigation, 
or seeing that sufficient cloths are on hand to cover 
tiie day. No cloth should be used twice without 
being washed. And, again, the keyboard used iu 
the paddocks tells you immediately which box shel- 
ters the horse you are seeking for and thereby a 
lot of time is saved.” 

Since we have adopted many of the devices spoken 
of by Mr. McEvoy, the American tracks are, as will 
b<* seen from his conversation, far ahead of those 
in England. In many respects we are more advanced 
even than Australia, but in the matter of correct 
timing they have ns. to us** the parlance of the 
turf, “beaten to a standstill.”

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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 




CoiicerninK tlio u*'n**ral situation in the Balkans, 
a dispatch of yesterday from London says: A great 

battle of nations, with the troops of nearly every 
European belligerent involved, is gradually develop- 
ing in the Balkans as the fighting along t&e 150- 
mile front increases in fury. Turkey is sending re- 
enforcements into Bulgaria, according to an Athens 
dispatch today. At least one division of Turkish 
soldiers is en route to join the Bulgurs in the at- 
tack on the allied lines, while another division will 
Is* so placed as to threaten Roumania. should that 
country decide to enter the war on the side of the 
allies. Austria will be asked to send a few de- 
tachments to the Greek border to join the Bulgars, 
Germans and Turks in resisting the combined at- 
tacks of French, English. Italians. .Serbians and 
Montenegrins. In no engagement of modern history 
have the armies of so many nations been in clash 
along one battle front. Forced to yield advanced 
]M»sitions under the first Bulgarian attacks, the al- 
lies have re-enforced their lines and are strongly 
on the offensive in the Yardar valley, northwest of 
Suloniki. On the wings, the Bulgarians have made 
further slight advances by reason of the numerical 
superiority, but Anglo-French artillery and the 
stubborn resistance of the Serbs has considerably 
checked the momentum of the advancing enemy 
forces. South of Demir Hissar, the Bulgars pro- 
gressed four miles, taking small Greek villages, but 
were abruptly halted by allied artillery. All press 
dispatches from Roumania bear evidence of close 
censorship, but from indirect sources it is reported 
that the fighting in the Balkans has caused a pro- 
found impression in Bucharest. The latest news 
from Berlin indicates some feelings of uneasiness 
in the German capital. But, despite war reports 
brought to London in a roundabout way, many per- 
sons well informed on the Balkan situation do not 
lielieve that Roumania will enter the war. at least 
until the allies have advanced up the Yardar valley 
and have scored decisive gains against the Bul- 
garians. It has been known here for several weeks 
that the third Roumanian army was mobilized and 
in readiness for instant service, but there has been 
no other jvositive evidence of military movements 
to warrant the belief that Roumania is aliout to 
declan* war. Developments in the Balkans take 
first place in both news and editorial columns of 
the newspapers this morning. The papers display 
keen interest not only in the landing of the Italian 
and Russian troops at Saloniki, but also in possible 
actions by the Greek and Roumanian governments 
and in the new Russian offensive which is develop- 
ing in Bukowina. 

A dispatch of yesterday from Rome says: The 

Italians are making a strong and successful thrust 
at the Austrian lines in the Alpin region on the 
extreme northern front, according to the war office 
announcement today. Italian troops have carried 
strong Austrian positions in the Tofana area in 
the Dolomites and in the Travenanzes valley. The 
announcement says: In the Astico valley on the 

night of August 31! the enemy shelled our positions 
at the tMittom of the valley with great intensity, 
but did not develop any infantry attack. On the 
same night an attempt of the enemy to advance 
between ('a sera Zingarella and t’asera Zebio l'as- 
torile, on the Asiago plateau, was cheeked by our 
fire, lu tin* Tofana area yesterday, after effective 
artillery preparation, detachments of our Alpine 
troops and infantry carried strong enemy iKisitions 
on the western slojies of Totana and in the Tra- 
venanzes valley. The enemy suffered heavy loss 
and left alNHit forty prisoners in our hands. In 
the Gorizia area artillery fighting is in progress. 
An enemy detachment which attempted to ap- 
proach Yertoibizzu stream yesterday afternoon was 
repulsed by our fire and left numerous dead on 
the ground. 

The way was paved for the widening of Twelfth 
street from South Ashland boulevard to Michigan 
boulevard yesterday when aiiiiouneeineut was made 
that the building at 1204 Blue Island avenue would 
be demolished. This will be the first building razed 
of those which must Im demolished for the new 
thoroughfare. The project, according to t’harles II. 
IVacker, ^resident of the Chicago plan commission, 
will cost about $4,000,000, of which the city will 
pay $1,750,000. The house at 1204 Blue Island 
avenue is owned by Mrs. Minnie Coiinelloy. 3002 
Grand boulevard. It is three stories high. Michael 
J. Faherty, president of the board of local im- 
provements, completed the negotiations with Mrs. 
Conuelley early in the day and gave instructions 
to put the workmen oil the job. Mr. Faherty also 
gave a elieek for $17,020 to Thomas 4. Fitzgibbons. 
4523 Prairie avenue, in full payment for property 
at West Twelfth and Lafliti streets, which was ac- 
quired by the city for the widening of the street. 
“Arrangements an* almost complete for the work 
of tearing down fourteen other buildings in West 
Twelfth street.” Mr. Faherty said. “This work 
is expected to be begun in a few days.” 

The way was clear yesterday for an early meet- 
ing of the joint American -Mexican commission to 
settle international difficulties. Secretary Lansing 
announced the selection of the American commis- 
sioners. They an* Franklin K. Lane. Secretary of 
the Interior; George Gray of Wilmington. Del., a 
retired Federal Circuit Judge and former Cnited 
States senator, and Dr. John R. Mott of New York 
City, general secretary of the international com- 
mittee of the Young Men’s Christian Association. 
The Mexican commissioners have already been 
chosen. A New Jersey coast resort may be se- 
lected as the meeting place of the joint commis- 
sion. Judge Gray, a retired Federal Circuit Judge 
and a former Cnited States senator, has had much 
experience on international bodies and since 1900 
has been a member of the international permanent 
court of arbitration under The Hague convention. 
Dr. Mott is general secretary of the international 
committee of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
and author of numerous religious works. He was 
offered the jmst of minister to China by President 
Wilson, but declined it. 

A London dispatch of yesterday saj’s: “A new 

gain of great tactical iiuiKirtanee has been won by 
the British on the Pozieres-Tliicpval front in their 
‘yard-by-yard offensive.’ Not only were German 
position* on a half-mile front near l’ozieres carried, 
iuit the English troops have pushed their way to a 
]ioint within less than a mile of Thiepval, taking 
further sections of the powerful Leipsig salient. In 
a local action during the day a further advance to- 
ward Martiupuich was registered, the British cap- 
turing 100 yards of trench between that village and 
Bazeutin. The new successes bring the British front 
in the Pozieres sector to a point just outside the 
fortified Moquet farm, and for some distance along 
the right of way of the Miramount high road. 
Thiepval is gradually being encircled. The war 
office at Berlin admits the loss of positions on the 
Thiepval saliant, but declares that at other points 
the British were repulsed. The claim is also put 
forward that trench positions south of the Somme, 
lost in au attack by the French, were regaiued by a 
counter attack.” 

A dispatch from “Field Headquarters” iu Mexico 
of yesterday says: Only six deaths from disease 

and a present sick rate of 1.5 per cent for the 
American punitive expedition since it entered Mex- 
ico more than five months ago, was the record con- 
tained in official figures given out here today by 
the sanitary department. Adding the number of 
sick being treated at the base hospital to those in 
the field, the rate is increased to 2.5 per cent. 
There has not been a single case of typhoid, the 
prevailing ailment being dysentery. This is a re- 



markable record for an expedition serving in this 
sort of a country with nothing but field equipment, 
declared Gen. J. J. Pershing, commander of the 
punitive expedition, when shown tin* department 
figures. it probably is as low a record as any 
similar expedition ever has set aud shows the 
wonderful strides made along sanitary lines within 
the last few years aud the high efficiency of the 
sanitary department. It also shows the high appre- 
ciation of sanitary regulation by line officers who 
have been held to a strict account for violations by 
these commands. 

Reports that the railroad officials had decided to 
“yield to the president” are not borne out by dis- 
patches from Washington. While the railroads have 
not yet yielded, they are expected to submit a coun- 
terproposal this week. The meeting at the white 
house last night, it is learned, had for its purpose 
mere submission of figures by railroad presidents 
showing in detail exactly bow the president’s stand 
a* to the eight-hour day will affect wages, trains, 
etc. The committee made no proposal, merely an- 
swered questions. Tin* committee of eight presi- 
dents Is not yet authorized to frame proposals. It 
is a committee to watch all angles of the situation 
and separate the important issues raised from the 
unimportant. The railroad presidents an* watching 
public opinion carefully, and are surpised to find 
the south solidly with the president, the west 
against him and the east wobbly. It is expected 
they will submit a counterproposal with strong 
emphasis on the preservation of arbitration princi- 
ple in the future. 

Spring duck killing in the states of Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, Nebraska and Kansas hereafter will be 
prohibited, it was announced yesterday by the 
federal advisory committee to the department of 
agriclture which for some time has l»ecn holding 
hearings in New York City. Sportsmen all over 
the country, it was said, have l>een up in arms 
because a concession was recommended which gave 
the sportsmen of these states a special fall shoot- 
ing season and an additional spring shooting season 
lasting from February 10 to March 10. Every other 
state and was given, under recommendations, a 
single open season, with spring shooting barred. 

Debate on the emergency revenue bill designed to 
raise $205,000,000 was continued in the Senate 
yesterday. A resolution by Senator Penrose to send 
the bill back to the finance committee for amend- 
ment to raise an equitable portion of required 
revenue from a protective tariff still was pend- 
ing. An explanation of the necessity for the pro- 
posed legislation by Senator Simmons, chairman of 
the finance committee, and an attack on the 
measure by Senator Smoot, republican, occupied 
yesterday’s session of the Senate. 

The crop prospects in the occupied portions of 
Poland are good, which means the turning point 
for the Polish population, the Berlin Overseas News 
agency says. When the German troops entered 
Poland they found only smoldering ruins, as the 
Russians had destroyed towns and villages. For a 
time the Germans supplied grain from upper Si- 
lesia. Posen and other districts and also from the 
stores captured in the fortress of Novogeorgievsk. 
The Germans also attempted to import food by way 
of Sweden, but this was prevented by the Russian 
government. It is expected, the news agency says, 
that the crops will permit of a considerable im- 
provement in the provisioning of the Polish popula- 
tion. 

Says a dispatch of yesterday from Rotterdam: 
“According to information here, the American 
steamer Owego, regarding a reported submarine at- 
tack on which the American government has in- 
quired of Germany, arrived here August 13 and re- 
ported encountering off the Isle of Wight a German 
submarine, which fired ten or twelve shots at it 
without warning, it is declared, some shells strik- 
ing close to it. hut inflicting no damage, t’apt. 
Barlow, of the Owego, according to the account 
given was at first unable to discern the submarine 
because of a prevailing haze, but U|miii the undersea 
craft approaching, he sent a boat with tin* mate 
and the ship’s papers, after examination of which 
documents the Germans allowed the Owego to pru- 
ceed.” 

Major Baird, representative of the aerial board 
in the house of commons, replying in the house 
Tuesday night to criticism of the air defenses 
against recent Zeppelin raids, announced that since 
the war lw'gan tin* allies have accounted for tliirty- 
five Zeppelins. “There have been thirty-four raids 
on England.” said Major Baird, “in ten of which 
there were no casualties; in the remainder the 
number killed was 334 civilians and fifty military 
men.” 

Basil Hallam, formerly widely known on the 
English stage, has been killed at the front in 
France. Hallam commanded the kite section of 
the British flying corps. Hallam appeared in 
New York in support of Miss Billie Burke in “Mrs. 
Dot.” lie also played the leading role in C'osmo 
Hamilton’s “The Blindness of Virtue.” Last spring 
lie was reported in the English press to be engaged 
to Miss Elsie Janis, but this was denied by the 
actress. 

German troops made a powerful attack Tuesday 
night on trenches south of the Somme south of 
Estrees and west of Soyecourt, which were cap- 
tured by the French in Tuesday’s fighting, and suc- 
ceeded in penetrating the French line at several 
iwints, it was officially admitted yesterday at 
Baris. The attack was preceded by an intense 
bombardment lasting several hours, in which the 
whole French front south of the Somme was under 
steady fire. 

The German admiralty issued yesterday a state- 
ment asserting that the losses of the British and 
French navies in line -of -battle ships and cruisers 
to August 1 comprised seventy- two vessels, with a 
total displacement of 49(5,050 tons. The German 
losses in the same classes during the same period 
were twenty -five warships with a displacement of 
02,667 tons. 

Liberation of 120 political exiles sent to Siberia 
by administrative order has been ordered by Alex- 
ander A. Khvostoff, Russian minister of the in- 
terior, according to advices received in London. 
This action was due to the work of the English 
committee for relief of the administrative exiles, 
whose secretary, Mrs. Sonia Howe, visited Petro- 
grad recently and appealed personally to the Rus- 
sian cabinet. 

Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambassador- designate, 
announced after a conference with Secretary Lans- 
ing late yesterday that the international joint com- 
mission would meet “on the New England coast 
during the first week in September.” Further dis- 
cussion with the commissioners will precede se- 
lection of a definite time aud place. 

The army appropriation bill with revised articles 
of war approved by the war department was passed 
yesterday by the senate and now goes back to the 
house, where the amendment is exacted to be ac- 
cepted. President Wilson vetoed the bill because 
the revision of the bill’s previous passage gave ex- 
emptions to retired officers which the war depart- 
ment disapproved. 

Lieutenant Lovel Hardwick Barlow, son of Mrs. 
R. H. Barlow, the widely -known golf player, was 
killed on August 14 while fighting with the British 
army in France, according to advices received at 
Philadelphia last night. He left there more than u 
year ago.
